AUSTRIA AND GERMANY JEALOUS OF 
FRENCH INFLUENCE AT ROME. 


The Trouble in Chili—Opposed to the Exe- 
cution of Women—Scotland’s Railway 
Strike—A Destructive Conflagration— 
The Russian Budget—Spain Alarmed— 
Foreign News. 


Paris, Jan. 18.—A terrible accident, by 
which nine foolhardy persons lost their lives, 
occurred here to-day. The Seine, with the 
exception of the center of the river, has been 
frozen over for some time past. Yesterday 
the whole river was covered with ice, the 
middle of the stream, however, being hidden 
by what the police judged to be dangerously 
thin ice. Consequently the authorities for- 
bade people to attempt to cross the river and 
the police were instructed to enforce the 
order. In spite of thisa number of venture- 
some men and boys attempted to cross the 
Seine on the ice. As they neared the middle 
of the stream the ice gave away and precipi- 
tated a crowd of people into the freezing 
water. Nine persons are known to have been 
drowned. 
THE PRINCE OF MONTENEGRO. 

PARIS, Jan. 13.—The Prince of Montenegro, 
who is ona visit to Paris, is improving his 
time by the purchase of munitions of war for 
his little but formidable army of moun- 
taineers. He has secured a quantity of smoke- 
less powder and a goodly number of Ledel 
rifles. 


Opposed to Execution of Women. 

LONDON, Jan. 13.—A society has been formed 
in England to advocate the repeal of capital 
punishment for women convicted of the 
highest crimes. The prejudice against the 
execution of women is very strong and has 
gained new force, owing tothe reports re- 
garding the recent hanging of Mrs. Pearcey 
for killing Mrs. Hogg and the latter’s child. 
It is said to have been a cruel and bungling 
execution and reporters having been de- 
barred the officials have been able to conceal 
the exact facts from the public. 

INVESTIGATING BABY FARMING. 

LONDON, Jan. 13.—The Society for the Pre- 
vention of Cruelty to Children has been in- 
vestigating the baby farmers and has 
brought to light many startling circum- 
stances. The illegitimate child of a gov- 
erness anda General in the British army. 
was found in the care of a baby farmer, being 
slowly starved to death, although £50 had 
been paid for its care. The woman in charge 
had insured the infant’s life for £20 more, 
and was waiting to realize when visited by 
the society’s officers. Several prosecutions 
have been instituted. 

ADOPTED AMERICAN RAILWAY CARS. 

Lonpon, Jan. 13.—The Great Western Rail- 
way has put two cars of American pattern 
onitsline. The cars are divided in the mid- 
dle, one end being third class and the other 
first-class. The innovation attracted much 
attention, but as yet the verdict of the travel- 
ing public has not been registered. 

OBLIGED TO LEAVE SWITZERLAND. 

LONDON, Jan. 13.—The Itallan Anarchist 
Enrico Malatesta has just reached England, 
having been 6bliged to leave Switzerland on 
account of the changed policy of that country 
to harboring political refugees from other 
lands. Malatesta had succeeded in making 
himself so universally disliked that he is liable 
to arrestin every country except England. 
The Swiss Government professed tobe un- 
aware of his presence, but found him when 
Italy protested against his being sheltered 
there, and he was warned to leave or suffer 
arrest and extradition. 

THE HARTLEPOOL VACANCY. 

LONDON, Jan. 13.—It is said that Mr. Glad- 
stone wiil speak in bebalf of the Liberal can- 
didate for the Hartlepool vacancy. A deep 
interest is felt in this election, the three con- 
stituencies being Liberal, apart from the 
Irish home rule issue. The Tories and dis- 
se7jting Liberals are preparing for an active

A DECIDED THAW. 

LonDoN, Jan. 13.—A decided thaw has set 
in here. The seaport of Niewport in Belgium, 
is reported as being still icebound and inac- 
cessible. The docks of Ostend are represented 
to be so crowded with shipping thatthe un- 
loading of vessels is only accomplished with 
the utmost difficulty.

A DESTRUCTIVE FIRE. 

MONTREAL, Jan. 13.—The premises owned

Corey, ticket printers, and Waters Bros. &

well covered by insurance. 

FOUR MEN KILLED. 

VicTortA, British Columbia, Jan. 13.—Yes- 
terday afternoon an accident happened at 
the Ocean dock, at the entrance to the har- 
bor, resulting in the death of fourmen., A 
gang of men were employed in discharging 
salmon from the steamer Danube and had 
piled up about 5,000 cases on a large shed. 


Suddenly the floor gave way and the men and 


1,000 cases of salmon went into the water be- 
low. Three men were killed outright and one 
fatally injured. Several others were seriously 
injured. 


In a Peruvian Prison. 


New YoOrK, Jan. 13.—Secretary Blaine is 
making every effort practicable for the libera- 
tion of the Rev. Francis Pensotti, a clergy- 
man of the Methodist Episcopal Church and 
an agent of the American Bible Society, who 
has been incarcerated in Peru for the last six 
months. Mr. Pensotti’s case has awakened 
greatipterest in Callao, owingtothe strong 
belief on the part of the better class 
of the people that they should 
have free worship. As Mr. Pensotti is 
imprisoned for conducting a Methodist Epis- 
copal Church in Callao, his case has been 
taken up by the Protestants of that city. The 
law of Peruinregardto religious worship is 
different from almost any other South Ameri- 
can country. The Catholic Church ts the au- 
thorized church of the country, and the law 
states that no other public worship will be 
tolerated. 


The Caroline Islands War. 


MADRID, Jan. 13.—Considerable excitement 
has been aroused here by the news of Secre- 
tary Blaine’s demand for satisfaction for the 
destruction of American missionary property 
in the Caroline Islands. TRe Government is 
much concerned about it, and the Liberals, 
now out of power, af rejoiced at the em- 
barrassment of the Ministry. It is feared 
that the United States may get up a pretext 
for seizing Cuba, and Spain at present is in 
no position for war, either by land or,sea. 

PADLEWSKI IDENTIFIED. 

MADRID, Jan. 13.—A dispatch received from 
Olot, the town where Padlewski, the alleged 
murderer of Gen. Seliverskoff lived, states 


there is no reason for doubting that the mab 


arrested is the individual known as Padlewski. 
A photograph of the prisoner establishes the 
identity of the man now in custody. 

A PARISIAN’S DOUBTS. 

A dispatch from Paris says: The opinion is 
expressed by M. Duquercy, in whose house 
Padlewski was concealed after the murder of 
Gen. Seliverskoff and by Madame Gregoire, 
who is also acquainted with the alleged mur- 
derer, thatthe man arrested at Olot is not 
Padlewski. The statement is made thatthe 
arrest of the man wasdue to his having 
boasted of his anarchistic affiliations and as- 
sociations. He is believed to have been sup- 
plied with funds by Anarchists residing 
in the various towns through which he 
passed. The prisonersays that lots were 
cast to decide who should kill Gen. Seliver- 
skof. 


The Russian Budget. 


ST. PETERSRURG, Jan. 13.—The Russian 
budget for the year 1891 exhibits an estimated 
surplus of $1,167,840. The estimates include 
as extraordinary expenditures $26,775,000 for 
public works and $12,912,000 for armaments. 

TRANSPORTED WITHOUT A TRIAL. 

ST. PETERSBURG, Jan. 13.—Lutzski, who was 
arrested in connection with the fattempt to 
wreck the Czar’s train at Borki, will be trans- 
ported to Siberia without the formality ofa 
trial. The extradition of Satcharisky, whois 
alleged to have been concerned inthe Borki 
incident, has been demanded by the Russian 
Government. 

A PEACE LOVING POLICY. 

ST. PETERSBURG, Jan. 13.—Minister of Fi- 
nance Vyschnegradsky, ina speech to-day, 
referred to the Czar’s effortsin behalf Euro- 
pean peace and expressed a hope that the 
peace-loving policy of Russia would be as 
successful in the future as in the past. 


The Scotland Railway Strike. 


GLASGOW, Jan. 13.—Many of the men who 
had returned to work for the North British 
Railway have again joined the strikers. The 
situation is becoming critical. Mr. Tait, Sec- 
retary of the Strikers’ Union, declares 
that the men on the Glasgow & South- 
western Railway have also decided to 
go out on strike again. The North British 
Railway Co.will have an immense task toclear 
away the accumulation of freight. traffic. 
Lines of trucks, miles in length, are awaiting 
removal. The situation is ruinous alike to 
the men and to the shareholders. 


Austria and the Vatican. 


VIENNA, Jan. 13.—The ascendancy of the 
French ambassador atthe Vatican is increas- 
ing so evidently as to create alarm at the 
Austrian cOurt whose influence at Rome has 
heretofore been unrivalled. Germany is also 
troubled over the pending rapprochement of 
her republican enemy and the papal see, the 
supporters of the latter holding the balance 
of power in the Reichstag. 


A Disastrous Oonflagration. 


BoMBAY, Jan. 13.—A disastrous conflagra- 
tion has caused much suffering in this city. 
Over two hundred houses have been burned 
to the ground and hundreds of families have 
been rendered homeless.

FARMER MEMBERS. 


They Are Anxious to Get Information 
About Corporations in Missouri. 


IMPORTANT BILLS INTRODUCED IN THE 
LOWER HOUSE AT JEFFERSON CITY. 


A Resolution to Exclude Railroad Lobby- 
ists From the House—Fixing Rates of 
Interest—Committee on Rules Report— 
The Senate Committees — Republican 
Senatorial Caucus. 


JEFFERSON City, Mo., Jan. 13,—The farmer 
members are anxious to get all the informa- 
tion they can regarding corporations in the 
State and their assessed property valuations. 
The third resolution on this subject was pre- 
sented in the House this morning by repre- 
‘sentative Lee of Carter. It specified that 
eyery County Clerkin the State be required 
to furnish the House with a list of corpora- 
tions in each of the counties with the assessed 
property valuationof each and other infor- 
mation concerning them. The resolution was 
laid over until to-morrow. 

Representative McLin of Johnson intro- 
duced a resolution to exclude all lobby- 
ists from the House. He said there 
Was reason to Delieve that the House 
would be overrun with railroad lobbists be- 
fore the session was well advanced. 

There were sixteen bills introducedin the 

House this morning. 
@Represetative Partrick introdcued a bill 
which alms to prevent money lenders and 
loan companies from charging exorbitant 
rates of interest. The bill fixes the maxiumn 
rate of 10 per cent per annum. 

The report of the Special Committee on 
Rules consumed the greater portionof the 
forenoon, though only a few changes were 
made intherules. Representative Tubbs of 
Osage was loaded with objections and caused 
much delay in this way. 

Representative Martin of St. Louis intro- 
duced a bill regulating sleeping-car rates. 

The afternoon session was taken up in dis- 
cussing the report of the Committee on 
Rules. 

THE SENATE. 


The Senate held a brief session this morn- 
ing and adjourned over until to-morrow 
morning. It was expected that the Gover- 
nor would appointa Recorder of Voters for 
St. Louis, but the appointment 
was withheld. It will be made 
to-morrow, and unless theappointing power 
has undergone a change of mind since Sun- 
day, the office will go to Fire Commissioner 
Carlisle. 

The Republican Senators and Representa- 
tives will havea caucus this evening in the 
Capitol for the purpose of nominating a can- 
didate for the complimentary vote for United 
States Senator. The cali for the meet- 
ing was issued this morning 
by Senator McGinnis, chairman of the Re- 
publican joint caucus and other Republican 
members. There are several namies men- 
tioned for the nomination, and it may take 
several ballots before a. selection is made, 
Senator Headlee is the latest mentioned for 
the compliment. He isa farmer, and both 
parties seem exceedingly anxious to compll- 
ment the farmers. 

THE HOUSE COMMITTEES. 


The Senate Committee having been an- 
nounced the representatives are all looking 
to Speaker Tuttle to name the standing com- 
mittees of that branch. It isa much more 
difficult matter, however, to make up forty- 
three committees with 148 members 
than it is to select twenty- 
nine with thirty-four men. President 
Claycomb of the Senate had thirty-four Sen- 
ators and the twenty-five committees to 
make up, and shortly before 5 o’clock yester- 
day he made his announcements. There are 
twenty-five Democrats in the ranksof the 
thirty-four members and each of them gota 
chairmanship. The Republicans got minor- 
ity representation on all the committees, but 
none of them—not even Senator McGinnis— 
was placed at the head of one of 
the Senate subdivisions. The following are 
the committees and their respective chair- 
‘men: 

Judiciary, Shelton of Schuyler; Ways and 
Means, Piersol; Criminal Jurisprudence, 
Sparks; Appropriations, Major; Ratlroads 
and Internal Improvements, Clay; Corpora- 
tions other than Railroads and Insurance 
Companies, Teasdale; Railroad and Insur- 
ance Companies, Carleton; Education, Se- 
bree; Constitutional Amendments, Richard- 
son; Agriculture, Stark ; Roads and Highways, 
Taggart; Accounts, Newberry; Penitentiary, 
Jasper N. Burks; Federal Relations, Colley; 
Labor, Mines and Mining, Hendrickson; Ele- 
mosynary Institutions, Weeks; Privilegesand 
Elections, Anderson; Township Organiza- 
tion, Bradley; Justices of the Peace, Stone of 
St. Louis; Militia, Espenscheid of St. Louis; 
Unfinished Business, Dockery of St. Louis. 

Senator Stone, in addition to the Chairman- 
ship of the Justices of the Peace Committee, 
is assignedto the Judiciary and the Town- 
ship Organization Committees. 

Senator Espenschied is also on the Appro- 
priations, Corporations and Committee on 
Elemosynary Institutions. 

Senator Dockery will serve on the Commit- 
tees on Education and Federal Relations. 

The St. Louls Senators, who on account of 
their political views were left out of the dis- 
tribution of chairmanships, will serve as fol- 
lows: McGinnis, on the Ways and Means, 
Criminal Jurisprudence and Constitutional 
Miller, on the 
Labor, Federal Relations and Unfinished 
Business Committees, and Busche will find 
something to engage his attention on the 
Committees on Accounts, Militia and Insur- 
ance. 

A CONSTITUTIONAL CONVENTION ASKED. 

Senator Sam ©. Major has fired the opening 
gun for a revision of the State Constitution. 
Late yesterday afternoon he introduced a. 
joint and concurrent resolution in the Senate 
to submit the question of holding a constitu- 
tional convention, to the voters of 
the State. In the event of 
the. adoption of the resolution 
the question will be submitted at the next 
general election, which takes place in No- 
vember, 1892. The sentiment in favor of a 
new constitutional convention is becoming 
strong, and the Senator from Howard is con- 
fident that the resolution will meet with the 
approval of both houses. The Constitu- 
tion has not been revised since 
1875, and Senator Major says that 
alapse of fifteen years has made it very 
necessary to make a number of changes in the 
present constitutional provisions of the State. 
Ifthe constitution is overhauled St. Louis 
may get the representation in the Legislature 
it ought to have with its population of nearly 
halfa million. - Under the present system 
of apportionment st. Louis does not gain a 
single member over its representation in 1880, 
though it has increased moré than a 100,000 
population since that census. 

THE FACTORY INSPECTION LAW. 

Senator Owen Miller of St. Louis, the only 
Union Labor member “ that eB of has re- 
introduced the factory ins law and 
eee makina bis dant eee fe This 
bill came within an ace of the Thirty- 
fifth General Assembly. was then cham- 
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age, and authorizes the appointment of in- 
spectors to see that the law is rigidly en- 
forced. They will be under the direction 
of the ,Labor Commissioner. Another 
measure introduced by the same 
Senator promises to attract much 
attention. Itis asubstitute for the Sunday 
saloon closing law, It requires that all sa- 
loons shall be kept closed from midnight un- 
til 5a.m.on all days excepting Sundays, 
when they shall remain closed until 2 p. m. 
BOOK-MAKING AND POOL-SELLING. 

The present. session promises to be prolific 
in legislation affecting book-making 
and 1-selling. Senator Stone 
has a bill before the Assembly to prohibit it 
and yesterday afternoon Senator Miller intro- 
duced a measure which aims to close up all 
the pool rooms excepting on race tracks. The 
bill specifies that book making and pool sell- 
ing shall only be allowed on race tracks 
while races are being run. The St. 
Louis and Kansas Oity bookmakers are 
expected to makea big fight to present the 
passage of either measure. A lobby of that 
kind will have a difficult time working on the 
farmer members of the House. 

THE STORE. SYSTEM. 

Abillto do away with the store system 
practiced by some of the mine operators and 
contractors on their employes has received Its 
first reading in the Senate. It was 
presented by Senator Miller, and it will be 
supported by the labor organizations. It 
specifies that all companies and corporations 
shall pay their employes at leastevery two 
weeks in cash and makes it a misdemeanor 
to pay in store checks. 

AGRICULTURAL MEMBERS ORGANIZE. 

The action of the farmer members in effect- 
ing an organization last evening is regarded 
as significant. Over seventy members at- 
tended and were enrolled as members of the 
organization, which Is to be known as the 
‘*Farmers’ Club.’’ Railroad Commissioner 
Hickmara, who up to a few months ago 
was the President of the Farmers’ and 
Laborers’ Union, was presented, and made a 
speech favoring the formation of such a club. 
Dick Dalton of Ralls was made chairman, and 
he alsomade a speech. He wasup to two 
years ago a member ofthe Democratic State 
Committee, and though he is now 
prominently identified with the farm- 
ers’ movement he is as much 
of a Democratic politician as 
ever. Itis hinted that he is trying to help 
Gov. Francis to solidify himself with the 
farmers for favorable consideration two years 
hence for the Senatorial nomination. Francis 
spends much of his time getting around 
among the members, and has a stock of funny 
stories which he unloads on them at every 
opportunity. The club proposes to meet often 
and discuss all measures affecting farmers 
that are presented in the Assembly, and the 
members propose to enact some legislation 
for the benefit of the tillersof the soil, and 
this is their chief object in effecting an or- 
ganization.

FIVE HUNDRED INDIANS BREAK AWAY AND q 


MAKE FOR THE BAD LANDS. 


They Act Like Crazy Men and Commit — 
_ Acts of Depredation. 


GEN. CARR AND COL. WHEATON WITH 
TROOPS AFTER THEM.

A Description of the Hostiles’ and Friend. 
lies’ Camps—Gen. Miles’ Plan to Dis- 
arm the Indians—Gen. Brooke Reaches 
the Agency to Get Supplies—A Talk 
With Red Eagle—The Situation.

RUSHVILLE, Neb., Jan. 13, 2 p. m.—Be- 
tween four and five hundred Indians broke 
away from the hostiles this morning and have 
started for the Bad Lands, via Wounded Knee, 
They are crazy and franti¢, committing dep- 
redations wherever they go. Gen. Carr, with 
the Sixth cavalry and one company of in- 
fantry and Col. Wheaton with four compa- 
nies of infantry are after them. :

PINE RIDGE, 8.D., Jan. 13, via Rushville, 
Neb., Jan. 13.—The Indians early this morn- 
ing are in camp within full view of the north 
fortifications. The right of their column 
rests there and the line extends northeast, 
running upa gulch behind the bluffs. The 
view from the fortifications is grandly pictu- 
resque. Behind them is a natural amphi- 
theater—a rugged broken slope two hundred 
feet to the crest, covered with stunted pines, 
At the foot of the slope the pines disappear, 
and beyond there stretchesa level plain as 
flat as a table and covering no 
less than twenty acres. It is 
just a mile from the agency 
and White Clay Creek runs beside it. On the 
plain are tepees by the hundred, pitched ir- 
regularly, huddled together in groups here 
and scattered widely apart there, and the 
plain and hills are covered with ponies nib- 
bling the short grass that still has a slight 
greenish hue. Moving about among the 


tepees a glass shows the bucks and squaws > 


with their children and dogs. Such a spée- 
tacle imprints itself on the mind with start- 
ling clearness, for it is huge in its grandeur, 


strikingly unique and wonderfully suggestive — s 


to the imagination. 

Just between the plain and the agency, 
perched on a hill behind earth-works, 
is a three-inch rifie-gun which ts -trained 
on the camp. It seems to stare grimly 
down on that village of half-crazed barba- 
rians and to warnt hem of the awful horror 
that will follow one rash act. 

MOMENTS OF ANXIETY. 

Fora while yesterday everybody in Pine 
Ridge waited anxiously, feeling that every 
moment the roar of that gun might be heard, 
and everyone was expectant. Gen. Miles 
had notified Father Jutz that he would not 
consent toacouncil. The Indians must come 
in in squads and go quietly into camp. To 
this order they gave no obedience. 
Capt. Dougherty, commanding the infantry 
company at the fortifications, had thrown 
out pickets a quarter of a mile beyond the 
lines. . The Indians were known to be just be- 
yond a hill about eighteen hundred yards dis- 
tant. Maj. Bahr, the Paymaster, visited the 
fortifications to pay off the company, and all 
of the men were in thecamp, a hundred yard? “ 
away, except one who was left asa guard 
near the gun. Suddenly twolndian sconts 
were seen on jthe crest of a hill buta short 
distance beyond the other pickets; 
then others appeared on the hills to 
the northwest. Fora momenta dozen were 
seen onthe various elevations and then a 
body of more than a hundred mounted rose tc 
the crest of the hill behind which the hostiles 
were. The number was steadily increased to 
400 by accessions of bands ranging in numbers 
from five to twenty-five. Capt. Dougherty 
was immediately notified. He dispatched a 
courier to headquarters to notify Gen. Miles 
of the movenient. Then hurrying to the for- 
tification she had the gun prepared for action.

Last night the camp was uneasy; there were 
rumors that the hogtiles were dancing and 
there wére disturbances in theircamp. These 
rumors were not confirmed and were prob- 
ably untrue, but every one was disguising 
with more or less seriousness the fact that 
there were seven or eight thousand 
hostiles instead of 3,000.or 4,000, and 2,500 war: 
riors, instead of 1,000, has increased the ten- 
sion here. 

Rev. Mr. Cook, the Episcopal Minister, had 
a number of men at work last night making 
bandages. The possibility of their need is 
foreseen and he was providing against it. 

Gen. Miles’ letter to Col. Cody, stating that 
the hostiles were now hear camp and he 
hoped fora peaceful settlement, and there- 
fore the militia could return, was not under- 
stood here. The Indians are near the camp, 
but they have their arms. Unless they are 
disarmed then the troops have done nothing 
and the Indian question is just where it was 
before the troops came.

A STORMY SESSION. 
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The Mechanics Have a Lively Time at 
Their Annual Meeting. 


ONE OF THE MOST EXCITING SCENES 
EVER WITNESSED IN THE HALL, 


The Election of Delegates tothe National 
Builders’ Association Convention 
Causes Some Bad Feeling—Mr. Feur- 
bach Gets Very Warm and Is Sat Down 
Upon—The Officers Nominated. 


An the meeting of the Mechanics’ Exchange 
at noon to-day Messrs. Daniel Evans and 
Henry Feurbach submitted their report, 
giving their reasons for not submitting to the 
National Board of Trade at New 
Orleans the resolutions passed by 
the Mechanics’ Exchange before 
those gentlemen went to the meeting. 
The following passage fromthe report gives 
the reason for not taking action on the mat- 
ter: 

‘*The object ofthe National Board is to 
take up, discuss and recommend and urge up- 
on Congress the importance of enacting such 
laws such as would best serve to the 
carrying out of said recommendations, which 
are all ofa national character and tend to 
the betterment of our country. Your dele- 
gates deem it but just at this time 
to state (for the benefit of the 
Exchange at large that they did not 
think it for the best interests of the Exchange 
to present, as requested, the resolution,look- 
ing fora recommendation by the board of 
the Lucas ship scheme, as it did not, in their 
opinion, come within the scope of the con- 
vention.’’ 

The committee concludes that by saying 
that the board, inthe opinion of the gentle- 
men, would notorrather should not pass 
resolutions of censure uponthem. Therefore 
they were let down by their report being 
merely filed. 

THAT PER CAPITA TAX. 

There was a scene on the floor when Mr. 
Henry Feurbach aroseand moved that the 
delegates to be electd to the National Builders 
Association, which meets in New York City, 
be instructed to advocate the reduction of per 
capita tax from $3 to $1. He contended that if 
the National Association was not 
apposed the tax would probably be raised 
again;thatthe st. Louis Exchange did not 
receive money value for sending delegates to 
the National Association. Mr. C. 8. Ittner op- 
posed what he called penuriousness and gave 
a good talk in favor of the as- 
sociation. There was some talking on the 
affair, when Mr. Feurbach again gained the 
floor. He was rather warm in his remarks, 
which did not please the presiding officer, 
Mr. Kelley, who called out: 

‘*‘Mr. Feurbach, won’t you sit down and 
give somebody else a chance?’’ 

The speaker did not take his seat, and 
among loud cheers of amusement the Presi- 
dent ordered the speaker to ‘‘sit down.’’ Mr. 
Feurbach subsided. 

A TWO-SIDED FIGHT. 

Whenthe electionof delegates was com- 
menced it developed that there were two 
strong factions working to capture the plums 
in trips to NewYork.Mr. Ittner is Second Vice- 
President of the National Association and an 
effort was made to rush him throughas a 
delegate officio. Mr. Feurbach again got the 
floor, and this time he told the chair that he 
wanted to hear a free discussion. The 
speaker then got his say, and denounced what 
he called a star-chamber proceeding. The 
chairman announced that the local Exchange 
was entitled to seve legates, but this was 
disputed by several ~ gentlemen, Mr. 
Feurbach getting i nother set-to with 
the chair, Ev minute the fight was growing 
warmer. A motion was made and put amid 
calls of displeasure that Mr. Kelly and Mr. 
Ittner be elected by the secretary casting the 
full vote for the two gentlemen and declared 
carried, although the vote was close. 
The chair refused to recognize an appeal, 
The exchange rang with cries of dissent. 
Then it was decided by the chair that seven 
delegates were allowed to the Exchange, and 
the President declared nominations were 
in order, having something to say in favor of 
or derogatory to each new candidate present 
for delegate honors. The meeting then took 
an involuntary recess to prepare their 
ballots.

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Mitchell’s Parent Arrives From 
Cincinnati To-Day. 


A SAD CHAPTER ADDED TO MONDAY 
MORNING’S TRAGEDY. 


‘The Parent of the Murderer and Suicide 
Sees His Son Under Sad Circumstances 
After a Separation of Ten Years—The 
Remains of Both the Man and Woman 
to Be Buried Here, 


Frank Noell, alias Mitchell, who murdered 
Dolly Mayo and then killed himself yesterday, 
left Cincinnati, the home of his father, ten 
years ago, at that time being just 22 years of 
age, and came West. This morning his 
father, Casper Noell, arrived in St. Louis, and 
upon hearing the circumstances under which 
his son »ad met death was shocked beyond 
measure. “or ten years the old gentleman, a 


“ well-dressed, dignified old German of 60, had 


not seen his son. His first sight of his way- 
ward offspring was the corpse lying cold and 
stiff upon the marble slab at the Morgue. 

‘‘Oh, my son! my son! why did you do 
this?’’ asked the heart-broken father as he 
gazed upon the cqjd, white face. 

Tears glistened‘TIn the eyes ofthe old man, 
who had never ceased to love his only son, 
despite the long separation. 

With faltering step he walked sadly away 
from the scene. There was something so 
touching in the quiet, yet forbearing grief, 
that respect for it was commanded uncon- 
sciously. 

‘*There was nothing I would not have done 
for my boy,’’ said the old gentleman,his eyes 
glistening with tears, ‘‘I have money,a nice 
home in Cincinnati, and have retired from 
the business. Frank was just out of school 
when he came to St. Louis. I tried to Keep 
him at home, and offered him an 
interest in my shoe business 
if he would only stay at home. But he would 
not dothat. He was goingto make his own 
way inthe world he said. I did not dream, 
though, until I arrived herethis morning 
that his ending had such a disgraceful cause. 
I have a grown up family, several of my 


“daughters being married, living in Cincin- 


nati, and they are yet in ignorance as to how 
Frank met his death. We never imagined 


that there was anything wrong, as he 
never wrote home for money . but 
once, and inside ‘of a month re- 


turned the amount he borrowed that time. 

His letters, though not frequent, were always 

hopeful. Thathe was involved in such a dis- 

graceful affairas this turns out to be never 

entered my mind untillarrived here. But 

the women always did turn Frank’s head,’’ 
WILL NOT TAKE THE BODY HOME. 

Mr. Noell s~ys he will not take the body of 
his son home. The family did not real- 
ize the cause of death, and he said 
that if such athing were possible, he would 
keep the secret within his own bosom and 
take all the oping 

‘*T can’t take the y under the circum- 
stances,’’ he said. ®If the death had 
been under any other circumstances than 
those existing, I would take the remains back 
with me, but he has chosen his way of dying, 
and though Ilovehim with all my heart, I 
cannot bear the thought of taking him back 
under such disgraceful circumstances. 
It will be mortifying enough at 
this distance without making the fact 
more prominent by a removal to Cincinnati. 
I will give my boy a decent burial this after- 
noon and then return home.’’ 

When asked by a bystanderif he intended 
to bury the body of Dolly Mayo, the old gen- 
tleman said: 

‘*No, she drove Frank to the commission of 
the crime.’’ 

He was about to say more, but suddenly 
pausedand grew thoughtluf. The look of 
anger which the indelicate question had 
brought to his countenance gaveway to one 
of forgiveness and pity, and when he broke 
the silence it was to say: 

**Well, I don’t know. Ifthe woman does 
not. get adecent burial oteerwise,I will 
probably see that she does.’’ 

Mr. Noell is stopping with an old friend of 
the family, John Goode of the Sst. Elmo 
Hotel. The former will leave for home as 
soon as the body is released by the Coroner. 
He says that the scenes and incidents are too 
much to bear and that he wishes to get back 
home as soon as possible. 

DOLLY MAYO’S IDENTITY. 

The deceased woman was 22 years of age 
andisof German descent. She is from Alle- 
gheny City and came here four years ago. 
Three years of that time she has been Frank 
Noell’s mistress. She has a married sister, 
Mrs. Carson, livingin Allegheney City, with 
whom deceased made her home pwprevious to 
coming to St. Louis. Herright nameis said 
to be Hendricks. The girl,as evidenced by 
her letters, tried hard to keep from her peopie 
all knowledge of the kind of life she was lead- 
ing. Her letters were addressed to Mrs. Min- 
nie Burke, general delivery, this city. It is 
also learned from these letters that her 
mother and father are both dead. 

This morning at the Four Courts Deputy 
Coroner Meade held the inquests on the 
bodies of the two unfortuates. The 
investigation into the death’ of the 
woman was first made, a jury 
being called to hear the testimony. 
All of the evidence tended to show that the 
woman had incurred her companion’s jeal- 
ousy by attempting to throw him aside. 
They had quarrelled and then the shots were 
heard. <A verdict of death at the hands of the 
man Noelle, alias Mitchell, was accordingly 
returned. Sadie Leslie, with whom the girl 
first lived when she came to S8t. Louis, testi- 
fied as to her true name and age. 

The case of Mitchell was then taken up. 
Nina Platt, an inmate at the Chestnut street 
house, testified to entering the room just as 


_ Mitchell put the revolver to his head. A ver- 


dict of suicide was then rendered. 
THE DEAD GIRL’S REMAINS. 

The remains of the dead girl will doubtless 
be interred by her relatives. This morning 
Undertakers Bensieck & Sheehan received a 
telegram from Mrs. Lillie Cain, a sister of the 
deceased living in Chicago, authorizing him 
to take charge of the remains pending other 
instructions. A message was also received 
from another sister, Mrs.Oarson of Pittsburg, 
saying that she would arrive in St. Louis on 
Thursday morning. The body is still in the 
Morgue. but will probably be removed this 
afternoon to: the undertaking rooms of Ben- 
sieck & Sheehan.

FOR SKINNING A HORSE. 


Employes of a Dead Animal Contractor 
Fined. 


This morning in the First District Police 
Court Judge Cady fined Michael Becher, 
Robert Anderson, Edward Bowers, Christo- 
pher Frank and Joseph Hutchinson each in 
the sum of $10 and costs for the violation of a 
city ordinance. The defendants were ar- 
rested on Sunday afternoon by Officers Free- 
man and, Schoppa of the Central Dis- 
trict, being found at work skinning a 
dead horse in the rear of Dead Animal 
Contractor Mueller’s office on Clark avenue, 
near Eleventh street. To-day Gov. Charles 
P. Johnson appeared for the defense. He ad- 
mitted the act but argued that the prosecu- 
tion was brought under the wrong section. 
The men were charged with a violation of sec. 
276, which says: 

‘*‘It shall be unlawful for any person, co- 
partnership of persons, or corporation tg re- 
move, flay, steam, render or in any other 
manner dispose of the carcassof any dead 
animal which has been abandoned 
by its owner, or has become 
a nuisance, and which is found lying upon 
the streets, alleys or public places of the city 
of St. Louis or on private premises therein.’’ 
Gov. Johnson insisted that section 284, re- 
lating to the duties of the dead animal con- 
tractor, was the proper recourse of the city. 
Judge Cady decided differently and fined the 
defendants each $10. An appeal was taken to 
the Court of Criminal Correction.

A STARTLING STATE OF DEMORALIZA- 
TION OF PASSENGER RATES. 


An Eastern Road Floods Brokers’ Offices 
With Tickets Sold Below Tariff Rates 
—Col. Eddy Dead—Strikers Forced to 
Yield. 


‘NEw YORK, Jan. 13.—A startling state of de- 
moralization was disclosed in the passenger 
rates between Buffalo'and New York, at a 
meeting of the roads inthe Trunk Line ASSO; 
ciation, which run between the two cities. 
The meeting was one of General Passenger 
Agents, and it was called on what is virtually 
arate war. Itis claimed that one of the 
roads flooded the offices of brokers with the 
tickets, and they have been selling them very 
much below tariff. Other lines, not to be 
beaten, followed suit, and the result isthat 
tickets can be bought from Buffalo to this 
city at various assorted prices, according to 
the luck of the broker who has them in stock 
in procuring them at a lowrate. One railroad 
generally known as a sinner against the rules 
of the trunk lines, itis said, has 6,0000f the 
tickets outstanding ata price that enables 
the broker to make $2 per ticket himself and 
cut the rate under the regulartariff. The 
passenger men were pretty well convinced 
that every roadhas tickets outstanding. 
They made voluminous professions of virtue 
forthe future and decided thattariff rates 
shall be strictly maintained after Feb. 1. 
Between now and then, alithe irregular 
tickets must be redeemed at tariff rates. The 
Trunk Line Association will pay full price 
forall tickets brought to them, charging it 
to the offending road. 


Discontented Railway Employes. 


CHICAGO, Ill., Jan. 13.—A decision is ex- 
pected to be reached to-day regarding the 
salaries of the dissatisfied station agents and 
telegraph operators of the Milwaukee & St. 
Paul Railroad. A committeeof eight, repre- 
senting the discontented employes, has been 
in this city two days conferring with General 
Manager Earling. Thetroubleis said to be 
the outgrowth of an order, issued Dec. 12, 
reducing wages $5 to $15 a month, beginning 
Dec.1. About 500 men are affected. There is 
talk of a strike should the manager’s decision 
be unfavorable to the employes.

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A MONEY-LENDER’S CASE. 


AN INTERESTING OPINION BY THE COURT 
OF APPEALS. 


Judge Rombauer Renders a Terse Decis- 
ion To-Day in the Case of John H. Vette 
vs. Amanda John et al.—An Attorney’s 
Suit for Services. 


The Court of App@als handed down nine 
opinions this morning supplementing the 
small list handed wn on thefirst opinion 
day after the holida¥®.jAn interesting opinion 
was in the case of John H. Vette vs. 
Amanda John et al. The case was 
tried in the St. Louis Circuit Court and 
verdict for defendant given. The plaintiff 
appealed. Judge Rombauer, who writes the 
opinion of the court, says: 

‘*The defendants made a chattel mortgage 
to the plaintif?’ conveying to him certain 
household goods to secure a note payable 
thirty days after date and bearing 10 per cent 
interest from maturity. The note and mort- 
gage bore date of Nov. 7, 1885. On the 9thof 
October, 1889, the plaintiff? claiming that no 
part of the principal and interest of the note 
had been paid took possession of the goods 
conveyed under a writ of replevin, whereon 


such proceedings were had that 
the defendants recovered the judg- 
ment from which the plaintiff 


prosecutes this appeal. The consideration 
of the note and mortgage was money loaned 
and the defense to the plaintiff’s claim of the 
goods was that the claim had been fully paid. 
The evidence is not clear as to the actual 
amount of money loaned. The plaintiff him- 
selfsays it was $180, oneof the defendants 
that it was $177.50 and the other defendent 
that it was only $150. The plaintiff conceded 
that he had received in return between the 
date of the note and the institution of the re- 
plevin suit on account of this note $460. Asa 
period of less than four years had intervened 
between these two dates it thus conclusively 
appeared by the plaintiff’s own evidence 
that if the terms of the original contract are 
to govern the transaction, the plaintiff had 
not only been repaid the loan with 10 per cent 
interest but also about $200 in addition. One 
of the defendants testified that they had paid 
the plaintiff $500 and the other defendant 
testified that while she had no memoranda of 
the payments, she was satisfied that the note 
and all interest thereon had been fully paid 
and over paid. 

‘*In order to avoid the effects of these pay- 
ments the plaintiff gave evidences tending to 
show that by a course of dealing between 
himself and the defendants, many of the 
various payments made from time to time 
were made on written extension contracts, 
whereby the defendants agreed to pay to the 


the loan, and seven of such contracts pro- 
viding for a payment in the aggregate of $100 
were offered in evidence. The defendants 
gave some evidence to show that some of 
their contracts were sighed by the defendant 
Amanda, who could not write her name, nor 
did itappear that her name was. signed to 
them by her authority, except by inference. 
The defendants also gave evidence tending 
to show that they made payments at 
various times, when they signed no!such 
contracts and when in fact they did not even 
obtain receipts forthe money paid. All the 
testimony concedes that the practice of hav- 
ing these contracts signed began a considera. 
ble time after making of this loan, and some 
of these agreements (the first in date being 
about one year after the loan) are upon their 
face seemingly for past extensions, thus lack- 
ing the element of consideration to support 
them. 

‘‘This being in substance all the evidence, 
we conclude that there was substantial evi- 
dence tending to show that the note and in- 
terest had been paid. A money-lender 
who according to his own claim tries to take 
interest at therate of 66 percent per annum 
on a loan apparently well secured and in 
order to avoidthe penal usury laws of the 
State endeavors tocover the usurious inter- 
est by the transparent device of extension 
money, has noright tocompilain iftriers of 
the factin an action brought to enforce the 
contract claimed by him, take the most fav- 
ae view of the evidence.of his victim.’’

PARTIES AND PLUTOCRATS. 


Senator STANFORD’s unanimous nomina- 
tion for re-election by the California Re- 
publicans after his vote against the force 
bill cannot be construed as an indorsement 
of his vote, nor yet asan indorsement of his 
land loan bill or of his services as a Sena- 
tor. 

He was accused of spending $750,000 to 
secure his re-election, and was compelled 
to plead his Senatorial privilege and skip 
out for Washington to avoid being ques- 
tioned as a witness in a bribery prosecution 
instituted in a California court by ex-State 
Senator MURPHY, a Democrat who thinks 
he was defeated for re-election by STAN- 
FORD’S money. 

The ¢'ection returns significantly confirm 
MURPHY’s view of the matter. They 
show that in the State at large STANFORD’s 
candidates for assemblymen ran far ahead 
of their party ticket. They got 5,000 votes 
more in the State than the Republican can- 
didate for Governor, while their Demo- 
cratic opponents received in the aggregate 
11,000 votes less than the Democratic can- 
didate for Governor. . Nobody in California 
believes that it was STANFORD’sS popu- 
larity alone which confined the Republi- 
can nominations to Stanford men and se- 
cured 2,000 Democratic votes for them in 
the city of San Francisco. 

His re-election is significant only of the 
corrupting power of money in politics 
and of the startling readiness, of both 
Democrats and Refublicans to ‘surrender 
their Government to a Plutocracy for a 
money consideration. We have seen it in 
the election of PAYNE and BRICE by the 
Ohio Democrats and in the election of a 
dozen Senators of the same stripe by the 
Republicans of other States.

THE NEW UNION DEPOT SCHEME MAY 
BE ABANDONED 


-. 


Unless Some of the Amehdments Made to 
the Ordinance Are Withdrawn—The 
Terminal Association Will Not Accept 
It--City Officials’ Views. 


The Union Depot ordinance, now that it 
suits the City Council, does not suit the rail- 
roads, and since the amendments have been 
made to the original document, Dr. Taussig, 
into whose hands the Terminal Co. has put 
the matter, states that the. railroads are 
being imposed upon and burdened’ by unfair 
demands from the city. 

The representative of the railroads objects 
mainly to two amendments, one of them 
provides that the Depot Co, shall at an 
expense of $200,000 build a bridge across the 
tracks from Twenty-first and Spruce streets 
to Eighteenth street. The other amendment 
provides that the company shall dedicate to 
the city a 15-foot strip of their property on 
Market street. Several of the city officials 
were asked this morring what they thought 
of the amendments and how far Mr. Taussig 
was justified in protesting. 

CITY COUNSELOR BELL’S VIEWS. . 

City Counselor Bell said: ‘‘Iido not think 
that the city of St. Louis should do any thing 
to endanger the project, and this thing 
of loading the bill down with pro- 
visions looking forward for a hun- 
dred years is not right. The 
first thing wanted is a depot, and that should 
be the objective point of all the legislation, 
Ail of these details about bridges and widen- 
ing streets are secondary matters and 
can all be arranged afterwards. The 
thing to be done ig to pass one 
ordinance for a depot, and then 
ifany more are needed pass them when the 
time comes. They are now tryingto crowd 
a dozen ordinances intoone. Onthe bridge 
question I am certain that the importance 
of it is very much oyer estimated, The thing 
has been talked over so mucp thata bridge 
is now looked upon as an absOlute necessity. 
It isnot, but even if it was the necessary 
provisions for building one could be made 
later even better than now, It looked to me 
like aj very ill-advised step"to risk losingjan 
improvemnt worth millions to the city for the 
sake of accommodating a few teams and 
wagons. I am certainly in favor of having 
that ordinance made sgtrictly a depot ordi- 
nance and nota bill for the remodeling and 
im proving of half the eity.’’ 

STREET COMMISSIONER MURPHY. 

Street Commissioner Murphy said: 

**I think that the Council has gone a little 
too farin its amendments and would have 
done well had they followed the example set 
by the board in its report. That report you 
will remember, simply stated thata bridge 
could be built south of Clark avenue and that 
the streets should be widened. That 
was all the Council wanted to learn from us, 
and that was all wetoldthem. If we had so 
desired we might have recommended taking 
a strip off the railroad propertyon three 
sides, but we did not want to do that and im- 
peril the depot project. 

**I think we can do all the street widening 
and bridge-building when it is found neces- 
sary.’’ 

4 OBJECTIONS NOT WELL FOUNDED. 

Sewer Commissioner McMath, who was one 
of the board committee to look up the bridge 
subject, said: ‘‘I do not think that Dr. 
Taussig hasany right to take the stand he 
does. He objects because the city asks him 
to give up a 15-foot strip, while he thinks 
nothing whatever of asking the city to give 
up several acres of streets. He takes the 
stand that the depot Is a gift tothe people 
and a burdensome expense to the railroads 
that will give no réturn whatever. I think he 
is mistaken and d> not look upon a fair ex- 
change of property as a burden on the depot 
company. The-city iitends condemning 
other property for widening streets and im- 
proving that district so as to facilitate com- 
munication with the depot, and an objection 
like the one made ts scarcely justifiable. Dr. 
Taussig should remember that the city is 
giving up thousands of dollars worth of 
property.’’ 

The subject will probably be discussed in 
the Council this evening at the regular meet- 
ing and the railroads given apn opportunity to 
state their case. 


The Sprinkligg Combine at Work. 

The sprinkling contractors are visiting the 
City Hall frequently now for the purpose of 
supplying themselves with biank forms on 
which to submit their bids for the contracts 
for the coming season. The combine is show- 
ing up in good shape and only a few outsiders 
have as.yet applied for bidding blanks. 
Whether the st. Louis Improved Street 
Sprinkling Co. will bid or not is a matter of 
speculation, but if they do it will probably be 
through some one other than Dave Joseph. 
Supt. Brown and Commissioner Murphy are 
both of the opinion that the contracts will be 
divided around at good prices by the con- 
tractors in the organization. 


A Decision on Special Tax Bills. 


The Board of Public Improvements met 
to-day and among other things done settled 
a question which has been annoying them 
for sometime. Fruin, Bambrick & Co. have 
been trying to make the city collect a claim 
of some $200 on special tax bills which had not 
been paid. The board refused on the 
ground that the time had expired within 
which the payment could beenforced. The 
matter was taken hold of officially a few days 
ago and settled by the following report: 


To the Honorable Board of Public Improvements: 

GENTLEMEN—Your Special Committee to whom 
was referred petition of Fruin-Bambrick Construc- 
tion Co. dated Dec. 29, 1890, praying that you allow 
their claim against the city of St. Louis for the ag- 
gregate of special tax bills against Rudolph Bircher’s 
estate, to-wit: Nos. 2716, $24.51; 2715, $29.42; 
2717, $24.51; 2718, $24.51; 2719, $24.51; 2720, 
$24.51; 2721, $24.51; 2722, $24.51; 2743, $24.51, 
making a total of $225.50. 

The above being for work done under contract No. 
1590, with the city of St. Louis dated 25th day of 
January, 1887, would respectfully report as follows:

so that the said section amended shall read as fol- 
lows: 

Sec. 6. The provisions of this act shall not apply to 
any claim not presented for allowance within six 
months after this amendatory act goes into effec 
nor toany claim that shall have accrued subsequent 
to March 4, 1868.

A WARM WAVE COMING, 


No Cold Weather in the Country—A Re- 
markable Similarity of Temperature. 


The temperature in Calgary, British Co- 
lumbia, was as warm this morning as that of 
Jacksonville, Fla., and but three points in 
the United States were warmer. At Calgary 
the thermometer registered # degrees; 
Jacksonville, Fla., 40 degrees; San 
Francisco, 42 degrees; San Diego, 
Cal., 42 deg. and Brownsville, Tex., 42 de- 
grees. Thisis a most remarkable state of 
affairs, and a glance at the weather map this 
morning would almost convince the reader 
thata warm wave was blowing from the 
North Pole. Thoughit is 40 degrees above 
zero in Florida it is freezing in Pensacola,Fla., 
and a temperature near freezing is noted 
all over the States of Louisiana, Mississippi, 
Alabama, Northern Georgia and Northern 
Texas. Thecoldest spotin the country this 
morning is at Sault Ste. Marie, where it is 2 
deg. below zero. The most striking change 
in the temperature of North America during 
the past twenty-four hours occurred at 
Minnetosa, Manitoba, whére the 
thermometer registered 20 deg. 
below zero yesterday morning 
and 34 deg. above zero this morning, a jump 
of 64 deg. In Alaska and the Washington 
Territory the natives are enjoying the balmy 
weather of central Texas, the ocean stream 
from Japan acting upon the climate of this 
extreme northerly portion of the country as 
the Gulf stream does on England and the 
Emerald Isle. A brisk wind from the west 
ig moderating the temperature all along the 
Northern Pacific coast. The cold of the coun- 
try is confined to that territory southeast ofa 
line drawn from the west end of Lake Supe- 
riorto Sante Fe, N. M., and the cold wave 
feltin this city only extends tothe western 
boundary of the State and will soon pass 
off. The temperature may still be at the 
freezing point here to-morrow morning, but 
as no cold weather can be found anywhere on 
the weather map of the United States or even 
Canada, it will soon die out, anda warm 
spell with accompanying mud and slush will 
be experienced. - 

The only precipitation in the past twenty- 
four hours was a heavy rain between Wash- 
ington and Boston, where it fell from one to 
two inches. 

Though last night seemed to many to be 
very cold, the Signal Office registers only 14 
degrees above zeroasthe minimum tempera- 
ture for the night.

BUT HE DOES NOT THINK IT WILL INTER-

Confident, But Not the Least Boastful— 
Fitzsimmons Reported to Be in Fine 
Condition—McAuliffe and Carroll on 
Their Proposed Match—O’Connell De- 
feats Conley—Sporting News. 


NEw ORLEANS, La., Jan. 13.—The Galves- 
ton dispatches Sunday night announced the 
departure of Jack Dempsey for this city. The 
Southern Pacific train arrives early in the 
morning, too early for the average run of 
sports, but the few of the eager element who 
were on hand yesterday morning were disap- 
pointed. Afterthe ferry landed and a rush 
was made for the depot entrance those looking 
for Dempsey met the smiling face of Jack 
McAuliffe. The light-weight champion an- 
nounced that Dempsey would not arrive until 
Tuesday morning, having stopped off on the 
way, but that he came as an 
advance courier to 100k after 
things and escort Dempsey’s family to New 
Orleans. The faithful few followed McAuliffe 
up to the St. Oharles Hotel, where he 
registered and then placed himself in the 
hands of his friends. McAuliffe was asked 
about his proposed match with Carroll, and 
said he was ready to sign, but he under- 
stood that there was a hitch on Carroll’s 
part. He had defeated Carroll once and 
there is no particular reason why he should 
fight him again, although he was willing to 
do so. If ere was any challenge in 
the matter it Game from Carroll, who had ex- 

- pressed himself as anxious to fight the 
San Francisco battle over again; areturn 
match must necessarily be upon the same 
conditions as the San Francisco fight was, at 
135 pounds, give or take two pounds. On that 
oceasion Carroll took full advantage of the 
~ weight limit and weighed a pound more than 
he, McAuliffe, did; now Carroll objected to 
the weight and wanted the match at 133 
pounds, and no extra allowance, virtually 
four pounds less than at 8an Francisco.

McAuliffe had not long departed from the 
depot when three figures, seemingly seeking 
solitude, came off the ferry and into the 
open, jumped intoa carriage waiting for 
them and drove out Esplanade street. 
The carriage turned into Broad _ to 
Canal street and thence out to the 
Half-way House, where. Capt. Tom Reynolds 
awaited the party and shook hands with the 
occupants of the vehicle as they alightea, 
They were Jack Dempsey, who was bundled 
upin warm clothing with a soft gray hat 
pulled over his face, Mike Conley and Thomas 
Maher.

Dempsey took a short restafter it, and about 
11 o’clock the Nonpareil and his trainer saun- 
tered out and gradually increased their pace 
and walked steadily until 8:30 o’clock.

He had a slight touch of malaria over there, 
but did not think it amounted to anything. 
It did not interfere with his training, nor did 
he feelatallill. He now weighed about 147 
pounds and wouldtrain down lighter, pre- 
ferring to pick upa little weight on the last 
day. Heexpectedtofight at1l48 pounds and 
might weigh 150 pounds, but he would be well 
within the limit. He had not bothered much 
about Fitzsimmonsoranything else, although 
the glances he got at the descriptions in the 
papers showed him that Fitzsimmons was a 
wonder. That made no difference to him 
as he has had to fight wonders as well as or- 
dinary pugilists. There was bound to be a 
first and second in each fight, and he wowtld 
be either one or the other. He hoped to be 
first, but was as liable to defeat as any other 
pugilist. Whenasked about his eondition, 
Dempsey said he had received numerous in- 
quiries asto his condition and whether he 
felt confident of winning. He paid no atten- 
tion tothe questions. A man who trained 
reguiarly and works hard was naturally 
doing so to get into condition, but he 
could tell exactly how good his condition was 
except that he is feeling well and able to do 
his work, As to the confidence part, a man 
must have that before he makes a match or 
enters the ring.

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MEDICAL HUCKSTERS. 


A NEW YORK PHYSICIAN OFFERING 
LYMPH FOR SALE. 


The Doors Opened to the Opportunities 
for Charlatanism—Great Difficulty in 
Procuring the Lymph at Berlin— 
Progress of Hospital Cases. 


NEW YORK, Jan, 13.—It may be interesting 
to the German authorities, as itcertainly will 
be to reputable physicians in .this city, to 
learn that despite the precautions of the 
German Government certain practitioners in 
this city are offering the Koch curative lymph 
for sale. .Yet with perhaps halfa dozen of 
exceptions prominent members of the medi- 
cal profession in this city and the greatest 
hospitals in the country have been unable to 
get even the smallest share of that mysteri- 
ous fluid. The restrictions which have been 
placed upon the distribution of the lymph by 
Minister Von Gossler have served, it would 
seem from what was ascertained yesterday, 
merely to open the doors more widely to the 
opportunities for charlatanism. The very 
precautions which the authoritiesin Berlin 
took to prevent the results of Koch’s great 
discovery from reaching the plane ofa sort 
of patent medicine, seem to have worked for 
that end in the most direct manner. The de- 
sire that the treatment of tuberculosis 
patients should occur in institutions where 
the most constant scientific attention could 
be given to every detail of development has 
been set at naught, and the honest work of 
those prominent physicians who more than a 
month ago began experiments with the lymph 
in this city has been made doubly h 
Physicians like Drs. Jacobi, Heinm 
Kinnicutt, Loomis, Shrady and Baruch 
have been watching the arrival 
here of physicians and have learned with sur- 
prise that some of these fortunate individuals 
have been able to secure two or three or 
even four bottles of the lymph and that they 
intend to start all sorts of private sanita- 
riums with their supplies. These gentlemen 
do not hesitate to declare that there have 
been great errors in judgment made in Ber- 
lin when distributions of lymph to trans- 
atlantic physicians were made. The last out- 
rage to their feelings of professional hon- 
esty occurred yesterday, when a physician 
(whose name for obvious reasons cannot be 
mentioned, but which is Known) voluntarily 
offered to sell a portion of his lymph to 
any physician who was willing to ‘‘pay 
a fair price.’’ The physician who 
thus consented to act asalymph huckster, 
and who by his offer violated the promises 
which he was compelled to make before he 
could have secured any of the liquid, only re- 
cently arrived from the other side. His 
reasons for sellinga portion of his supply of 
the fluid were, commercially, very sound. 
lie procured the lymph upon the representa- 
tion that he wasthe accredited representa- 
tive of a large hospital and the head of a pri- 
vate sanitarium in this city, when, in fact, 
he was neither. When he arrived here he 
to start a sanitarium, 
but found, somewhat to his chagrin, 
that persons suffering from tuberculosis were 
by no means’so desirous of being inoculated 
with the lymph as he expected they would be. 
Besides, he found that avery large number 
of persons were treated free at the hospitals 
and that he had altogether more lymph than 
he needed. The inspiration to get rid ofit 
was commercially good, but it is likely the 
County Medical Society will discuss his case 
with a great dealofvigor. Yet physicians 
deciare that this is possible, notwithstanding 
that when Dr. Harry P. Loomis went to Ber- 
iin he carried with him credentials almost as 
powerful as those held by a Minister Plenipo- 
tentiary of this country toa foreign Govern- 
ment. Itis somewhat in this connection that 
when Dr. Loomis was about to present his 
credentials he was informed that they were 
‘tof no use whatsoever. Only med- 
ical certificates would be regarded.’’ 
So thatin spite of allthis diplomatic intro- 
duction Dr. Loomis was compelled to obtain 
from Dr. Jacobi of this city, who was a fellow 
student of Prof. Ewalt, acertification that 
the lymph would be used in Bellevue Hos- 
pital. These facts will be more than likely 
brought before the Academy of Medicine,when 
the Koch treatment is discussed on Jan. 17. 

It was ascertained last night that the 
wealthy young man suffering from leprosy to 
whom Drs. Jacobi and Heniman referred 
in a recent number of the Medical 
Record as being under lymph _ treatment, 
and whose condition was described at even 
an earlier date, has within the last few days 
shown decided indications of improvement. 
The constitutional reactions have been great 
and the local reactions exceedingly signifi- 
cant. The dark disclorations of leprosy have 
become very much lighter in tint and the 
surfaces presented by the disease show a de- 
cided disposition to scale off. The tendency 
of the disease to continue its destructive 
process seems to have been arrested, and 
there is every reason to believe, his physicians 
say, that thelymphis improving his condl- 
tions toa positively remarkable degree. The 
cases at the various hospitals show phenom. 
ena of all sorts, but the tendency seems to be 
toward improvement. 

George W. Clerihew, a well-Known mer- 
chant of Jersey City, who has for some years 
past been suffering from acancerous growth 
on his forehead,is undergoing the lymph 
treatment in St. Luke’s Hospital. Eminent 
physicians here and in Europe have treated 
him heretofore without avail. Dr. F. P. Kin- 
nicutt, who is attending him, said yesterday 
that sufficient time had not elapsed since the 
injection to show the effect of the treatment, 
The patient is in a highly nervous state and it 
is as yet impossible to predict the result. 

IN THE BALTIMORE HOSPITALS. 

BALTIMORE, Md., Jan. 13.—Johns Hopkins 
Hospital will receive no more patients want- 
ing treatment with Koch’s lymph until those 
now under care show signs of decided im- 
provement. Dr.A.C. Abbott, the surgeon 
sent to Europe by the institution, has madea 
careful study of the effects of the lymph and 
will to-morrow publish an extended report. 
In this he dwells on an interview with Dr. 
Koch in which the latter explained that it was 
necessary to keep secret the ingredients until 
its advantages asa curative shall have been 
demonstrated. Hewill then publish acom- 
plete history of the experiments. At the 
hospital here he finds that the outlook 
for those under the head of surgical 
tuberculosis is good. In the treatment of 
pulmonary troubles the effect cannot be de- 
termined, asitis very slow. While patients 
showed signs of improvement there had been 
no positive cure. Hereachesthe conclusions, 
therefore, that in surgical cases of a tuber- 
cular nature the outlook is good, particularly 
in those superficially affected. In lung 
diseases the chances are favorable if the 
treatment begins sufficiently early. For ad- 
vanced cases he thinks it would be premature 
in view of existing evidence to more than 
speculate. The intestinal cases, so far as 
they have been observed, are not so favor- 
able as desired. In cases of lupus, where the 
effect is most decided, a yearand a half must 
elapse before there can be any certainty of 
cure. 

A CASE IN CHICAGO. 

CHICAGO, Ill., Jan, 18.—The first application 
of the Koch lymph in Chicago was performed 
yesterday at the Chicago Polyclinic in a 
case of well developed lupus. The patient 
was Augusta Hesse, a German girl 19 years 
old. She had beena sufferer from tubercu- 
losis for years and has for some time been 
under treatment at the Polyclinic Hospital. 
The operating surgeon was Dr. D. Owley,just 
returned from Berlin. The operation, deftly 
performed, was over before the patient was 
aware it had begun.

TO BE FULL OF INTEREST. 


THE MEETING OF THE SCHOOL BOARD 
THIS EVENING. 


Some Scoldings Promised the Teachers 
and Building Committee—The Clifton 
Heights School Question to Be De- 
bated. 


There will be a lively and interesting meet- 
ing of the School Board to-night, when more 
than one matter of important business will 
be transacted. There will be the usual re- 
ports from the committees, and all will prob- 
ably go well until the Teachers’ Committee is 
reached, when two reports, one forand one 
against the opening of a schoolat Clifton 
Heights, will be read. This question has 
causeda great deal of feeling in the board 
and some of the feeling will be given vent to- 
night. Those opposing the openingof the 
school claim it would entail great and unnec- 
essary expense and establish a bad precedent. 
On the other hand some members want a trial 
made. Then it has been stated on sundry oc- 
casions that a lady teacher has dictated the 
action of the Teachers Committeein refusing 
to open the Clifton Heights school, and she is 
credited with saying that the school 
shall not be opened if she is 
not placed in charge of it. 
This has reached the ears of every member of 
the board, and several directors have ‘‘im- 
promptu’’ speeches burning holes in their 
pockets with which they will electrify the 
board to-night. There will be a large delega- 
tion from Clifton Heights to see how the mat- 
ter is settled and what is said on the subject. 

THE BUILDING COMMITTEE’S REPORT. 

The Building Committee will report that it 
is the desire that another story be ‘added to 
the proposed school building at Ninth and 
Locust streets, so as to give the Public 
Library two floors. This wiil increase the 
expe nse and lessen the possibile returns from 
the buildingg which ‘will be rented for 
offices. AS the Building Committee has 
been silent on the subject of the new building 
for some months, an inguiry will probably be 
made by the members about the progress be- 
ing made. According to the plans of the 
Board and the architect, Isaac Taylor, the 
Benton school should be level with the ground, 
but as the directors during the greater part of 
last year were engaged in fighting each 
otherinthe courts, the new Library build- 
ing, like many needed additions to the 
schools, was neglected and set back from six 
months toa year. 

The crying need, or more properly the con- 
stant how], for a new high school building 
will be called to the attention of the Board. 
The poorly ventilated, ill-lighted and tumble 
down rookery on Fifteenth ond Olive streets 
is packed with pupils and under the existing 
state of affairs a scholar does not receive the 
attention he or she should. The foundation of 
the building on Grand avenue still stands 
exposed to the weather, and the Building 
Committee do not refer to it inany way, not 
even to say that the prospects of putting up 
asmaller and cheaper building than was 
originally intended are bright. 

The report will mention the four bids ‘ac- 
cepted for building additions to the four 
schools and these will be passed on. 

MAY NOT BE ACCEPTED. 

The special committee appointed to draw 
up rules and create the office of Mah- 
Ager of School Butlldings will report 
but it is doubtful ifthe report wfll be readily 
accepted, as it not only increases the ex- 
penses of maintaining the repair department 
from $3,800 to $6,300, but it scatters the re- 
sponsibility of the office over six heads in- 
stead of two, as at present. The whole 
trouble in the management of the school 
buildings, it is said, originated from the 
manner in which the offices were conducted 
heretofore, an enmity having existed be- 
tween the two men in charge which pre- 
vented satisfactory reports being sent the 
Building Committee and caused other trou- 
bles with the mechanics and contractors 
doing work for the board. 

The report of Auditor Hammerstein and 
Secretary Player will prove very satisfactory 
tothe board, as it will show the receipt of 
several hundred thousand dollars in taxes 
from the Collector for December, and a bal- 
ance on hand of about $400,000.
